Almost incredible as appears the plot 


to overthrow the government of the Unit- 
ed States and set up a dictatorship charged 
against certain New Yorkers we do not 
believe that it wouid appear quite as fan- i 
tastic if we had a better personal under- j 
standing of the men who could pursue 
such a course. 


The professional criminal elements who 


are often on the verge of general mental 
derangement have simply observed the at- 
tractiveness of politics and government for j 
their talents. 


Prior to the World war these criminal 


classes, slow to learn but equally back- 
ward in unlearning, seldom went in for 
politics and when they did limited their 
activities to slum ridden districts in met- 
ropolitan areas. Prohibition, however, was 
the grand invitation. 
The corruption of 


numerous units of the government fol- 
lowed in swift order. The criminal class- 
es also learned that many bigwigs in im- 
portant places were made of soft and mal- 
leable material, unusually subject to the 
influence of praise, applause, or promise 
of political help and support. 


Sharpened by the lessons of the Pro- 


hibition era and deprived by repeal of the 
flow of big money the criminal classes 
have made a specialty of politics and are 
altogether pleased with the general situ- 
ation. 


When they find soft-hearted or headed 


administrators in critical governmental po- 
sitions who are prone to treat everything 
a Red or Bundist does as a mere difference 
of political opinion they have arrived at 
a sort of criminal Utopia, gathering in 
sufficient money picked up from the gul- 
lible or sent across the waters from Eu- 
rope, publicity to gratify their egotism 


, and general safety from prosecution. 


Practically every Eed or Bund leader 


Is at heart a potential criminal. Investi- 
gation of the records of the most of these 
men show a tendency toward delinquency 
beginning early in life. It has been a 
story of the police courts, reform schools, 
reformatories, and state's prisons with, 
ofttimes thereafter, a cunning sort of pre- 
tended reform whereby they obtain their 
life's ambition of being supported without 
any labor upon their part and yet con- 
trive to maintain their freedom. 


In this Fox River Valley we are not 


•without instances that might be cited. 
Those most 'eager to join in movements 
to usurp power and destroy our form of 
free democracy have on notable occasions 
been concerned with petty and depraved 
offenses including chicken stealing, coun- 
terfeiting, the sale of obscene pictures and 
literature, anything of a stealthy order 
that promises dividends without sweat 


The man who would usurp authority in 


America is a titanic thief since he would 
steal something even more valuable than 
earthly possessions. The courts and the 
people should come to understand this man 
for exactly what he is. He is entitled 
to no protection for political reasons. He 
is not entitled even to the forgiveness we 
all extend to one another for spilling harsh 
words during political controversies. He 
cannot be looked upon as one who is try- 
ing in his own way to benefit the gov- 
ernment or to bring peace, solace or com- 
fort to the people. 


He is merely a criminal, a reprobate or 


blackguard, and the sooner he is treated 
with that idea in mind the belter and 
more completely will we have solved the 
problem he has created.

GAPS IX THE HOME GUARD 


The report of Major Gen. Albert II. 


Blanding, retiring chief of the National 
Guard, is encouraging but not entirely re- 
assuring. 


Major Gen. Blanding reported that al- 


though the National Guard is improving 
steadily and its morale is the highest of 
any time in its history, it must have more 
equipment and arms to permit adequate 
training. 
Lack of proper equipment for 


training in anti-tank combat and chemi- 
cal warfare, and a lack of range facili- 
ties for small arms, musketry and other 
types of firing were noted in particular 
by the retiring chief. 


Most favorable next to the report on 


the morale of the Guard was the state- 
ment that, "The air corps units are m ex- 
cellent state of readiness to take the field 
to support their respective divisions in any 
type of operations . . ." 


Only fanatically pacifists would classify 


the National Guard as an example of over- 
emphasis of military needs. 
Last June 


the strength of the Guard was only 199,- 
491 of whom 14,455 were officers. Even 
with the increase authorized by the Pres- 
ident last summer the Guard now num- 
bers only about 240,000, surely not a for- 
midably large army and certainly not 
one fitted for any war of aggression. 


The public is likely to be quite sym- 


pathetic to the needs of the National 
Guard now. The awakening of the Amer- 
ican people, as the result of conditions 
abroad, to the necessity of adequate na- 
tional defenses has brought a deeper ap- 
preciation of the importance of the Na- 
tional Guard. 


It is more generally recognized now 


that the'National Guard is not just an or- 
ganization that young men join merely to 
exercise their muscles in drilling and at- 
tend summer camps; that, instead, it is a 
vital branch of national defense which the 
regular army would call into action im- 
mediately in a national emergency. As 
such the National Guard must be ready to 
answer the call. 


LOUISIANA'S CHANCE 


Two questions are up for answer as 


Louisiana voters go to the polls today in 
a gubernatorial primary: W h e t h e r 
they have learned anything from the 
mess that began with the rise to power 
of Huey Long; whether the Long machine 
is still able to count the votes the way it 
wants to. 


Besides Gov. Earl K. Long, brother 


of the late "kingfish" and now head of 
the machine, four other candidates are 
running. One is State Senator James A. 
Noe, a former governor who gave his blood 
in a futile transfusion for Huey after the 
shooting in 1935. The other three are 
Sam H. Jones, a former state commander 
of the American Legion and vigorous 
opponent of the Longs; James H. Morri- 
son, whose organization of the straw- 
berry farmers has gained him the title of 
"kingfish of the strawberry belt"; and, 
Vincent Moseley, a lawyer who is conduct- 
ing an independent campaign out of his 
own pocket and who lays all of Louisiana's 
troubles to the Long regime. 


Indications at this time are that Gov. 


Long will be the high man in the primary 
and will have to meet Mr. Jones in the 
run-off election Feb. 20, with Jones hav- 
ing an excellent chance for victory pro- 
vided the votes are counted honestly. 


That's the rub, of course. If the Long 


machine, notwithstanding the recent in- 
vestigations and the return of grand jury 
indictments against more than 200 per- 
sons who were associated with the late 
Huey, still has its fingers in the ballot 
box, then no candidate except Earl Long 
can win. And that would'doom Louisiana 
to a continuation of the corrupt dictator- 
ship that began in 1928 when that gro- 
tesque demagogue who called 
himself 


"kingfish" came out of nowhere to be 
elected governor. 


Decent citizens in every state in the 


union will be hoping that Louisiana vot- 
ers have the determination to free their 
state and will be given an honest chance 
to express it.

Washington—The big behind-the-scenes sen 


sation in the battle over the anti-lynching fail 
is inside word yiat Vice President Jack Game: 
favors allowing the measure to come to a vott 
in thc Senate. 


Inability to get a vote on thc Senate floor is 


the only thing that has blocked enactment o 
this legislation for years. In the last big iigh 
over anti-lynching in 1937, there was an over- 
whelming majority in the Senate for the bill 
But its sponsors were unable to force a vote. A 
determined Southern filibuster lasting nearly 
six weeks barred action, and in the end the 
bill was junked. 


Garner gave the filibusters potent undercover 


aid in the 1937 struggle. Throughout his long 
congressional career he has always been againsi 
anti-lynching legislation—and still is. He con- 
siders the bill now passed by tho House to be 
unsound and impractical. 


But with his sombrero in the presidential 


ring, he has changed his tune to the extent oi 
jermitting a showdown vote. That's an impor- 
.ant concession because only a vote is needed to 
put the measure on the statue books. 


However, there is no inside indication thai 
arr.er's stand will produce results. None of the 


other southern leaders has been won over. They 
are just as adamant against a vote as in the past. 


Garner's fellow Texan. Senator Tom Connal- 


ly. floor general of the 1937 battle, also is a can- 
didate this year—but not for the presidency. 
Tom is up for re-election and has his eye glued 
on Texas—not the nation. He is out to resist a 
showdown vote on anti-lynching just as vehe- 
mently as he did three years ago. Connally's 
vigorous Southern backing means that the bill 
hasn't a chance. After a few weeks of filibuster 
it will again be pigeon-holed. 


Note: Also doomed is Pat Harrison's resolu- 


tion, passed by the Senate, for a joint commit- 
tee to study government income-and outgo' in 
order to keep within the budget. House leaders 
view the proposal as a Senate attempt to rule 
the budget roost, will pigeon-hole it in com- 
mitee.

Following the hearing, the city was 
notified that the petition had been 
refused, principally on the grounds 
that the new superhighway west 
of the city would alleviate traffic 
congestion and hence a new bridge 
would be unnecessary. The mayor 
said that, groundwork for another 
hearing is currently planned. 


John O'Leary, city attorney, in 


discussing the legal aspects of the 
case, told PTA members that where 
the city was attempting to secure 
state or county aid, to be eligible, a 
proposed bridge must be located 
to connect two state trunk high- 
ways. However, the procedure Nee- 
nah is interested in is one concern- 
ing spans 475 feet in length, ex- 
clusive of approaches. In such in- 
stance, a city may apply to the 
highway commission for hearing 
and should the commission find 
the bridge necessary, the city would 
pay one third, the county one third 
and the state one third of the cost 
of construction. 


The law further states, the city 


attorney pointed out, that should 
the commission act favorably for 
the bridge, the commission shall 
termine the location of that bridge, 
the character and kind 
which is 


most suitable, shall determine the 
cost of the bridge separately as 
well as the rest of the project and 
shall determine the amount to be 
paid by the city, county and state. 
Its determinations shall be conclu- 
sive. The construction would be en- 
tirely in the hands of the highway 
commission and it would have 
complete supervision, also having 
the right to suspend or discontinue 
the project if the county or city 
fails to provide funds for its share 
or if the state 
has insufficient 


funds. If the stream over which the 
bridge is built is a navigable stream, 
permission from the war depart- 
ment must be secured and a swing- 
ing, arch or lift bridge would have 
to be built over the navigable part.

County Clerk Asks 
Interpretation of 
Tax Payment Law 


District Attorney to Give 


Opinion on Installment 


Collection Plan 


Oshkosh— County Treasurer Earl 


Fuller Monday sent a letter to Dis- 
trict Attorney Lewis C. Magnusscn 
asking for an opinion as to wheth- 
er or not it is the duty of the treas- 
urer to enforce the provisions of a 
new law passed by the 1939 legis- 
lature relating to property tax col- 
lections. 


According to Fuller, the new law 


requires the city treasurer to turn j 
over to the county treasurer any ' 
and all unpaid taxes whether or 
not they have been postponed by 
the installment system of collection. 
He construes the law to mean that 
under the installment plan of pay- 
ment such as the one in use in 
Menasha, Neenah and Oshkosh, the 
city treasurers are required to turn 
over to the county treasurer for 
collection any unpaid installments. 
These installments would be adver- 
tised for tax sale to take place 
Oct. 1 . 


The city of Menasha with its 10- 


payment installment plan of tax 
collection would be affected great- 
ly if Fuller's interpretation is cor- 
rect. Under the old law Menasha 
has retained 
all postponed taxes 


but under the new provision the 
Menasha city treasurer should now 
return to the county treasurer, as 
of August 15. all taxes left to be 
paid in installments. 


Chapter 74.03 section 2 of the 


state statutes permits all munici- 
palities to extend the time for pay- 
ment of taxes by following a cer- 
tain procedure. The new law pro- 
vides for a supplemental settlement 
to the old March 22 deadline—Au- 
gust 15. All taxes, whether paid in 
installments or in a lump sum, must 
be in by the latter date. To satis- 
fy this requirement Oshkosh's 4- 
payment plan is so arranged that 
all four payments are completed by 
August 15.

Christian 


A thousand years ago, the Rus- 


sians prayed to gods which people 
nowadays call "pagan." The chief 
;od was known as Perun, and he 
was said to have power over thun- 
der. 


Famous old Monastery' in Moscow 


Among the 
other deities 
was 


Striborg, god of the winds, 
and 


Khorse, god of the sun. Images of 
the gods were placed in temples. 


A Russian ruler named Vladimir , 


was a champion of the old faith for 
many years of his life. Then he 
married a Christian princess, and 
took on the Christian religion. 


Vladimir spent most of his time 


in Kiev, a trity in western Russia 
with two rivers running through it. 
After he turned Christian, he order- 
ed images of the old gods to be 
pulled down, including one of Perun 
which had a silver head and a gol- 
den beard. Men were ordered to \ 
whip the image of Perun and to 
throw it into a river. 


Those who believed in the old re- 


ligion were sorry to see such a thing ' 
happen to their chief god. When 
officers of the law had left, they I 
fished Perun out of the river and | 
began to pray to him. This did not 
last long— soldiers came to the spot i 
and broke up the crowd. Then they ! 
tossed Perun back into the water, j 


Soon there came an order for all • 


the people of Kiev to make ready | 
to be baptized. Thousands of men, j 
women and children entered the. 
water while priests read the words ' 
of the baptism service. 
> 


Scenes of the same kind later took > 


place in other parts of Russia. Peo- 
ple in cities made the change fair- , 
ly peacefully, except in the old city . 
of Novgorod. In Novgorod there was 
bloodshed when the people would j 
not obey orders. 
i 


At that time, as in the modern [ 


age, Russia was mainly a farming ' 
country. The farmers were less rea- 
dy to change their religion than the i 
city folk. More than 300 years pass- ' 
ed before the old pagan faith was 
ended on Russian farms. 


It would be a mistake to suppose 


that a nation's religion 
could' be j 


changed by force alone. Force was , 
used in Russia, but the people prob- 1 
ably would have gone back to their ] 
old faith if it had not been for mis- ; 
sionaries. Earnest servants of the) 
Greek Christian church traveled 
about Russia to teach their faith to 
the people.

and great splendor were built in i 
Russia. Many of the 
present-day 


Russian churches are hundreds of 
years old.
